Tbe Great Want- 

UnqueBtionably\the great present 
want of this Province is a market for 
th« fruits of husbandry. Of course iu 
this are inolndod all the cognate ole- 
ments of.populntion, capital, employ- 
ment^ ieo; but our present observations 
may well be confined to the primary 
oonaideration:— A MABKKT WANTED. How 
shall the great want be supplied? The 
quoBtiou olaiiuH the boat attention of 
the Government and the Press. The 
r*ady answer would, of course, be 
"oomraonce railway construction." 
Nor can the soundness of that answer 
be open to question. But the local 
Government have rejected Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's ofifer to commence immediate 
construction where alone it was pos- 
•ible, and there are those who believe 
that rejection involves a doubt as to 
Vancouver coming in for a share of 
the Oana^an Pacifio Railway. Never- 
tkelesB, our own faith in the natural 
advantages of Esquimalt leads us to 
believe that, wherever and whenever 
the transcontinental railway reaches 
the Beaboard, it will assuredly ultima- 
tely ind its -way to that port. The 
oount^, therefore, looks for a more 
praetieal ansrrer, one promising im- 
ibediate xesults. It will be conveni- 
ent to.tteat separately the two general 
diTiinonB of the Province. First, let us 
see what can be done for the Mainland 
•~tha portion most largbly producing 
and snffering most for lack of a mar- 
ket. There can be no doubt that the 
commencement of waggon-road, tele- 
graph and railway construction, as 
proposed by Mr. Mackenzie, would 
have more fully met the want than 
anything else that could be suggested 
with reasonable prospect of realiza- 
tion. To have a waggon-road and 
telegraph line pushed vigorously for- 
vard'neit summer, and railway con- 
struction commenced at central points 
beyond the Cascades as soon as the 
■vrreys could be completed and the 
work placed under contract, would un- 
doubtedly have been the most certain 
means of creating a demand for all 
kinds of produce which would have 
left the people in that part of the Fro- 
TiiiMlidthing'to oompltdn about in so 
faraa a .noarket is conoemed. And 
there is reason to hope that, although 
all that was promised and so foolishly 
rejected may not be expected, Mr. 
Jd^udcenzie will push on telegraph 
ednstraotibn and make a ebihmencG- 
ment of railway construction on the 
Mainland next year; and should these 
hopes bo realized the people boyouJ 
the Cascades will not be lonf^ without 
a market. It would not, however, bo 
wiae to wait and relyentircly upon 
these. A manly effort at self help 
ought to be made at once. Altogether 
ind«pendontly of these prospective 
works, it is highly desirable that aven- 
nes should be provided through which 
population on the seaboard may bo en- 
abled to draw a supply of beef and 
mutton, instead of impoverishing the 
country by the continued importation 
of these necessaries. If that were done, 
it would be the moans of carrj-ing a 
measure of relief to the communities 
in the interior, while waiting for tlio 
larger and more general remedy. We 
aiaj bo reminded that this object is in 
A iaix way of attainment through the 
road now being constructed from New 
Westminster to Hope, and the trail 
from Lillooet to Howe Sound. Neither 
of these works had been overlooked. 
The former is certainly being carried 
on with considerable vigor; but it is a 
somewhat ponderous oattle-way, the 
completion of whioh can hardly be ex- 
pected this year. The latter should 
have been completed last year. There 
seems too much reason to despair of 
its completion this year. Regarded 
purely as an outlet for live stock (and 
•wo confess this to bo about the only 
uae for either), the Howe Sound trail 
ia! probably the more important of the 
two.. Fully one-half of tho atock-rais- 
tlpiict the interior-T-certainly those as 
life soulh as Cache Creek— would seek 
mn outlet through, it; and it should be 
lieme in mind that to those who would 
ttise tho Hopo-Now Westminster road 
the navigation of tho Lower Eraser in 
open; and there are experienced 
eftttle-defders who persist in the opin- 
ion that the road will never compete 
BpooesflfuUy with the steamers as a 
means of conveying stock from Hope 
to tho place of shipment on the sea- 
board. Thus, then, tho New West- 
minuter road is less a necessity than 
the Howe Sound trail, in so far nn 
stock'driving is concerned. The stock 
raisers in tne northern half of tho 
country havo no navigation, no clioicc; 
and the trail to Howe Sound wau, 
therefore, a more urgent work for tho 
purix).seB under considoration than tho 
Komoalload now in oourse of con- 
stiruotioadown the valloy of the Fra- 



ser. It follows, aa n matter of sim- 
ple justice and policy, that tho Lil- 
looet-Howo Sound trail should bo 
pushed forward to completion with all 
tho energy capable of being brought 
to bear uppn it; for its oornpletion will 
bring a measure of immediate relief to 
n largo and important section of coun- 
try by enabling tho stock- raisers to 
supply tlio seaboard markets with tho 
very choieost of boof, and thereby, to 
a great extent at least, stop the fatal 
leak which is doing SO much towards 
impoverishing the country. "Every 
little helps;"and,in the present straiten- 
ed and despondent condition of the 
producing interests of the interior, any- 
thing in the noUu-o of help would be 
welcomed and appreciated. That part 
of our subject relating, to * this section 
of the Province vrill have to be de- 
ferred for another article. 



Tlie Comet of 1712. 

Aa everybody is on tho qui vivo in 
regard to tho comet, and as all sorts 
of ideas are "round" in.regard to it, 
we give the following amusing sketch, 
gleaned from an old paper: 

"In tho year 1712, Mr. Whitson, 
having calculated tho return of a 
comet, which was to make its appear- 
ance on Wednesday, tho 14tli day of 
October, at 5 min»tea after 5 in tho 
morning, gave notice to the public ac- 
cordingly, with a terrifying addition 
that a total dissolution of the world by 
lire was to take place on the Friday 
following. The reputation Mr. Whit- 
sou had long maintained in England, 
both as a divine and a philosopher, 
left little or no doubt with the popu- 
lace of the truth of bis prediction. 

"Several ludicrous oventa took place 
A number of persons in and about 
London seized all the barges and boats 
they could lay their hands on in tho 
Thames, very rationally concluding 
that when the conflagration took place 
there would be the most safety on the 
water. A gentleman who had neglect- 
ed family prayer for better than five 
years informed his wife that it was his 
determination to resume that lauda 
ble practice tho same evening; but his 
wife, having engaged for a ball at her 
house, persuaded her husband to put 
it oCf till she saw wliethor the comet 
appeared or not. The South Sea 
stock immediately fell to live per cent, 
and the India to eleven; and tho Cap- 
tain of a Dutch ship threw all his pow- 
der into the river, that the ship might 
not bo endangered 

"The noKt morning, however, tho 
comet appeared according to the pre- 
dictions, and before noon the belief 
was universal that tho Day of Judg- 
ment was at hand. About this time 
three hundred and twenty-throe clergy- 
men were ferried over to Lambeth, it 
was said, to petition that a short j^rayer 
might bo penned and ordered, there 
being none in the Church servioo on 
that occasion. Three maids of honor 
burnt their collection of novels and 
plays, and sent to tho booksellers to 
buy each of tliem a Biblo and Bishoj) 
Taylor's 'Holy Living and Dying.' 
The run npou tho bank wan so prodigion.s 
that all hauda were omployod from morn- 
ing' till night discounting notaaand bund- 
ing out specie. On Thursday considera- 
bly more than 7,000 kept mistresses wero 
legally married in the face of several con- 
gn^gations. And, to crown tho whole 
farco, Sir Gilbort Heathcota, head Direc- 
tor of tho banks, issued orders to all the 
fire officers in London, requiring them 
'to keep a good look out and have a par- 
ticular eye on the Bank of England.' "

ih . Sprojit's Answer. 

A DOCUMENT WELL WOBTH READ. 
ING. 



July 27th, 1874. 

Tho Commission sat again yestorday, af- 
ter an int(>rmission of about two months. 

The Chief Justice directed that tho re- 
plies to tho interrogatories submitted to 
Mr. Sproat and Sir John Maodonald bo 
road. 

Mr. Eobson said that Hon. Dr. Tup^ier 
was also requested to answer certain in- 
terrogatories. 

Mr. Pooloy stated that no reply had 
beau rccoivoil froni Dr. Tupper. 

Tho replies of Sir John iULacdonald to 
the interrogatories was read. The right 
lion, gentleman stated that ho had no 
knowledge of any oll'er to sell tho mino 
to tbe Canadian Governmeut by DoUos- 
nios. Tho following answer was road 
from Mr. Sproat: 

] London, No. 4 Lime Street Square, 
I June 10th, 1874. 

Srrt: — I have received this morning 
your letter of the 9th of May last with a 
memoriindnni and interrogatories in tho 
matter of the Texnda Island Royal Com- 
mission and I reply ns follows: 

My answer to the first interrogatory is 
that neither Amor DeCosmos nor G. A. 
Wulkeiu nor any other person, mule or fe- 
male, living or now dinul, over did nego- 
tiate, ur ofi'or or attonqit to enter upon 
any treaty with me or with any other per- 
son, so far as 1 know, I'oneeruing any sale 
or disijosition or working of any lands or 
iron mines or minerals situated on Toxa- 
da Ishiud iu British Columbia, or of the 
produce of any such lands, mines or min- 
erals in Texada Island aforesaid. 

]\ly answer to tho second interogatory 
is, HO far .as the said (f. A. Walkem is 
oonccrned, that I never saw this gentle- 
man in my life, nor hail any conversation 
witli lum, or any agent, or professed 
agc'nt of his, with tho exception of a short 
note enclosing a list of law books requir- 
ed by tho Govoruinont, and expressing 
hia opinion that my oflicial hand-book 
for emigrants was tho best theory of the 
sort that was over written. Neither he 
nor any agent, nor professed agent of his, 
ever wrote to me, or spoke, or in any 
manner communicated with me, or with 
any other j)oraon or persons in my pre- 
soiiee, or that 1 know of, touching any 
sqeh mines or lands ns aro mentioned in 
the first interrogatory or touching the 
produce of any such niiuus or lands, or 
touching any interest iu any such mines, 
lauds, or produce, or touching the title 
thereto. 

iSIy further answer to tho second inter- 
rogatory is, so far as tho said Amor Do- 
Cosmos is concerned, that having seen 
notices in the Victoria newspapers of the 
discovery of iron oro on Texnda Island 
and having hung up tlioso notices in my 
oflico for tho inf'orniation of visitor*, X 
asked tho said Amor LeUosmos after ho 
canio here, if it was a real or a bogus dis- 
covery, and whether there wua a harbour 
at the place, and whether ho oould give 
mo any information beyond that oontftin- 
ed in the public newspapers, so that I 
might use such information in tho new 
edition of tho oflioial hand-book. This 
enquiry was made by nio in my ollieo 
here; but whether before witnesses or not 
I cannot reniombor. Lie, said Amor Do- 
Cosn^oa, ropliedthitt thofa was i)0 n^istal^o 
about the mine. He bolipved 4 bi^rbonr 
could bo made available. Tho ore ho said 
was good; it would bo a fine thing for the 
Proviueo to have a good iron mine, if it 
oould bo worked. I was disappointed at 
the small amount of useful infi)rnuUiou 
which he couhl give me about this seem- 
ingly important discovery, and endeavor- 
ed, oD another occasion, tQ get something 
more out of him, but without success. 
This otlior occasion waH at the Langhani 
Hotirl on the evening of tho day before ho, 
said Amor petjosnios.loft London, and no 
witnesses wore present. J cannot exactly 
remember what passed on this occasion; 
the conversation was generally as to the 
possibility of working an iron mine in 
Britisii Columbia wiiere the wages are ao 
lug!i I remember mentioning the failure 
of .siuiihir attouipts in Oregon, and more 
liarlieiilarly in -New Soutli Wales, in which 
latter colony tlio iron lay close to coal and 
limestone, and wages weru lower than in 
British Columbia. Wo did not talk long 
on tho subject, as it was difflcult to get 
the said .Vnior DeCosmos to speak or 
wi-ile niiieh about anything except the 
graving iluek, and the best way of getting 
money from the Imperial Government. 

He Raid nothing to me about any iron 
company, or to show that he was interest- 
eil as ill! owner or agent of any mine in 
Texaila Island or eisowlioro. He seemed 
to Hpeak of the matter us if ho had no per- 
souii.1 interest in it, except as an ordinary 
niomber of the public. I further remem- 
ber asking him to tell tho owners of ooul 
or iron orcjfher mineral lands in British 
Columbia, that so far as I know, the best 
way to sell such iiropcrties here was to 
eiujdoy a single ug(!nt with ample written 
powers and elaborate sk(.'tches, plans, re- 
ports, itc, deseriptivo of tho projierty. 
Making vagno enquiries -or hawking 
nbout fur otl'cra geucrully resulted in 
damaging the prospects of snlo. I stated 
this for tiio pniposo of giving information 
to property owners in the Province, which 
e.t i)erienee had shown mo was needed, 
and nut entirely without tho hope ou iny 
part that it might lead to some legitimate 
business for myself. I did not, however, 
ask iMr. DeCosmos to re(!onnnend me, nor 
did he say ho would, l)ut endc^'l tho eon- 
versation in his usual ni.'inner by asking 
wliero ho could see another graving dock. 
I saicl, Uii ho wiiH going to Huotland to .see 
tlio Lcitb and Greenock Docks, and as tiio 
best day was Sunday, we would go from 
London to York and attend divine service 
in tho Jliiister there, and afterwards go 
on to Newvastle, where, on ]\I()nday morn- 
ing, wo would insjicet the exteiinivo dock 
of I'abnor A. ('o. This was donn, and I 
mention it bceanse we found largo blusl 
furnaces at Palmer & Co's place which 
caused between us the third and last oon- 
vorsation about iron ore in British Colum- 
bia. Tho conversation was of tlio Bamo 
goneral ehariirler us tho previous oonvor- 
siitidu, We both tiiought it would boa 
fine thing to SCO Ruoh furnaces in Sritiali 
Columbia. 

To tlio best of my knowledge, romom- 
Iniuice uiiil brlicf, the foregoing is the 
full f-ji'iicrul import and etVeet of any con- 
vor.'-'.ati';!! Initwecn mo ami the said Amor 
Di'Cofiiao.s touching any such mino or 
lands as aro moutionod'in the first inter- 
rogatory, or touching the produce of any 
such mino or lands, or touching any in- 
ierest in nny sucli mino, hinds or prodiioo 
or touching tho title theri'to. And I say 
further that uo ngont or propoBod agent 



of tho said Amor DeOosmoH dver wrote to 
me, or spoke or commuuicatod with me 
touching tho above matters. 

ISfy answer to tho third interrogatory 
is that I have not received, or aeon any 
letter, or letters writ;tou or roeeived by 
the said Ambr,;;Elp0osmo8, and O. A. Wal- 
kem, or either of them, touching any of 
the matters referred to in tho foregoing 
inlorrogaturies, and in particular 
touching any such lauds or miuerals or 
tho produce thereof or tho title thereto. 

i\[y answer to the fourth interrogatory 
is simply. No. 

I bog leave to add that on tho 13th of 
March, 1874, when I first saw with aston- 
ishment my name figuring in the newspa- 
pers in connection with this matter, I 
wrote and sent the following letter to tho 
Editor of Tni; Coloni.st; but I do not 
know if it reached that gentleman, as I 
have not seen it published in that news- 
paper. . 

OOPT OP THE LETTEB. ' 

"To TUE Editor of the Colokist: 

Dear Sir. — It is not often I have to 
complain of tho unauthorized uso of my 
name by niy friends in British Columbia, 
but you will i)erhaj)3 kindly permit me 
to state tliat you have inadvertently, or on 
wrong information, published what is not 
tho ca.so in stating that Bomo stock con- 
nected with nn "island," and originating 
in a grab has been placed in my hands 
for sale. I am sorry to siiy I iiavo not boon 
employed at any timo by any person or 
association in British Columbia to soil 
anything for them in this place, but I 
hope that 3'our notice of me will load to 
somo paying business. There is of course 
no reason why I should refuse to under- 
take any agency whatever likely to benefit 
British Columbia. I only now mention 
the above matter boeauso tho jjaragrapii 
in which my name is montioncd apjioars 
to refer to politics, which you know I es- 
chew as a toilsome anil barren pursuit.

In conclusion, as you invite me to ehi- 
cidato as far as jiosaiblo tho objects men- 
tioned in tho Commission, I crave rofor- 
once to tho enclosed clipping of The Col- 
onist of the report of tho evidence of Mr. 
D. W. Higgins, on the 4th of May last- 
particularly tho statements that tho Van- 
couver Coal Company had written to Mr. 
Bate, thoir Manager at Nanaimo, asking 
aliout the Texada mino, which they said, 
"Mr. Sproat was oll'ering for sale." In 
reply to this 1 say tho Vancouver Coal 
Company must have written aomewhat 
loosely, if thoyover wrotoanysueh thing, 
for I uevor brought the subject before tho 
Company', nor as already explained, was 
I over employed to sell any mino what- 
ever, whothor coal or iron, in British Co- 
lumbia. 

Tho statements that Mr, Sproat, the 
Provincial Agent, "had ofi'ored the Texa- 
da mine in London," that "Sproat is of- 
fering Texada Island for sale," and all 
stateiiicnts to that effect are entirely -^yith- 
out foundation. Bi;t on rending Mr. Hig- 
gins' evidonco with tho view of fiudingau 
explanation [as I am bound if possible to 
do) oouaistout with an honest dosiro ou 
his part. ai a public iournaliat, to exam- 
ine tranaaotions which he believed t» be 
prejudicial to the public intore.=;t, I am 
reminded of a fact which may have led to 
the mention of my name by tho VnncoU' 
vor Coal Companv in connoctiou with (he 
Te.^ada mine, iwd i^laq to the assumption 
o| qpoio oonneotion qu the part of Mr. Do- 
Oostnos with it. 

Tho latter gentleman happening to bo 
in this country on tho graving dock busi- 
ness at aboutjtlie same tim", I stuck up 
in this oflico on a large green board, olij)- 
pings from tho newspapers, and placards 
calling attention to tho productions of 
the country. When I hoard of Texada I 
got the words ''Iron ore" printed in let- 
ters an inch long and stuck them up with 
others on tho board. 

I talked to everybody about tho irou 
mino, and pnrtioiilarly I ron>onibor that I 
talked about it with Mr. Irwin, director 
of an iron mining company in Antrim, in 
Ireland, who also is a director of the Van- 
couver Coal Company. 

The want of coal has hitherto jjre vented 
tho working of tlio Irish iron mines, but 
Mr, Irwin's Couipuny hadfound the coal 
and iron together. 

In talking of Texada ho said it would 
probab'y be found better to take the iron 
to the coal tlian the coul to the iron, and 
showed generally the interest in the mat- 
ter proper to the director of a coal com- 
pany on the Island, and which it is my 
ollieial duty to exeite in the mind of eve- 
ry ouo wh.) ill tiiui present or to come 
might help in developing tho industries 
of the Province. 1 tluiesuy I talketl half 
a dozen times with Mr. Irwin on this sub- 
ject, anil I may have said, though I do 
not remember doing so, tliat Mr. DeCos- 
mos was coming o\er and niiglit bo ablo 
to give some information on points inter- 
OBtiug to an iron and coal man like Mr. 
Irwin. As a matter of fact, however, I 
believe I was unable to bring them toge- 
ther. I have talked to many others in 
the same way as I tulkeil to Jlr. Irwin, 
both before i\Ir. DetJosuios' arrival, dur- 
ing bin stay here and after his dei)artnre. 
1 am paid to talk, and I. do talk. Now it 
occurs to me, having regard to tho present 
lirinciplea affecting tbo growth of myths 
and mare's noats, that air. Irwin m.ay have 
inontjioned tin* purport of these conversa- 
tions with mo to Homo one connected with 
the Vancouver Coal Company, and that a 
letter may have been written by tho Com- 
pany to Mr. Bate at Nanaimo, asking 
broadly for what they wanted to know 
abou* the iron mino, and unintentionally 
stating loosely or geniirously what they 
auppoHcd to bo true from hearing as to 
merely collateral details. Tho "Black 
Crow" iu London became two "black 
crows" at Nanaimo, and three "black 
orows" at Victoria. Tho Vancouver Coal 
Company is n large oonoern, and its cor- 
respondence carries very great weight, 
its manager at Nanaimo 'occupies nn im- 
|K)rtant position and may fairly bo in 
eloKo relationi) with the exeollont inombor 
for that ))hico, and thus a lyiii-cyed jonr- 
alist at Victoria might honeitiy conolnde 
that ho had received information of a 
charaoter to justify him in examining in- 
to transaotioua which really never took 
jilaco on this side of tho water, but which 
ho iioliovcd bad tiikon place and wore of a 
natiiro prejudicial to tho public inlorest. 

I will give you aiijy further information 
which the Commission may desire. I re* 
turn all the documents you sent me.

Tho answcru of Sir John Macdonald 
and Mr. Sproat having boon rend (the lat- 
ter occasioning no littlo amusomont) ,Mr. 
Bobsou oxprossed surprise and rogrot 
that no answer had boon made by tho 
Hon, Dr. Tuppor, who, ho had been led 
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to believe, would bo nn important witness. 
After Bomo cou.tultation it was arranged 
that a telegram should be sent to Dr. 
Tupper, requesting an answer. 

The Chief Justice said' thatj in 
consequence of ,.tho. non-appearnnoo 
of Mr. DeOosihlb'sy ;it was pro- 
posed that a flnnl ' sitting of tho 
Commission sliould take pidoo as soon as 
miglit beconveniont aftor his (the Chief 
Justice's) return from Cassiar. and the 
Commissioners denirod to know if IMr. 
Kobson thought that, in the event of Mr. 
DeCosmos not come forward, tho public 
interest would be prejudiced by the Com- 
mission closing and reporting without 
having obtained tho evidenco of that wit- 
ness. He (the Chief Justice) would be 
absent from tho Proviuco after his return 
from Crtssiar and in ail probability till af- 
ter the next sc;ssion of the local Legisla- 
ture; and it was thought desirable that 
all three Commissioners should be pre- 
orit to report. 

Mr. Eobaon thought bo would i^roba- 
bly bo in a better iiositiou to express an 
opinion on tho point when tho timo ar- 
rived at which it was proiiosed that tho- 
llnal sitting should be hold. It was quite 
clear from evidenco already adduced that 
the absenting witness was ((most import- 
ant one, as between hinl and the jirinci- 
pal witness already examined, tho trans- 
actions relating to tho Texada matter had 
evidently been carefully confined; and it 
was foltiiow very unsatisfactory had been 
tho ell'orts of the Commission to extract 
tho truth from the latter. It would bo 
very much to bo regretted if an opportun- 
ity v.-oro not alVonled of subjecting the re- 
maining principal witness to a proper ex- 
amination iu the usual way. 

Tho Commissioners fully concurred as 
to to tho desirability of having Mr. Do- 
Cosmos before them. Tlio Chief Justice 
did not think it would bo at all satisfactory 
to carry out the same oour-ie with this 
witness as was adopted in the case of Sir 
John Macdonald and IMr. Sproat, whoso 
answers wore not conclusivo and complete, 
notwithstanding that ho had thought the 
interrogatories «ont full and searching. 
Beside.-, Mr. Do'.;o.^mo8 being, an incul- 
pated party, ought to be examined in the 
usnal way. 

Mr. Robson desired to know if there 
were notsomeinexponsive mode of enforc- 
ing tho nttendanco of this witness, should 
ho continue to keej> himself beyond tho 
jurisdii;tion of the Commission. 

The Commissioners appeared to think 
that there was not; but that, as the repu- 
tation of this witness. was involved, he 
ought to desire the opportunity of pre- 
senting himself before tlio Commission. 

Upon the suggestion of Mr. Kotison, it 
was agreed that the Secretary to tho tlom- 
niisiion should notify Mr. DeCosmos of 
the proposed final sitting of the Commis- 
sion towards the end of the Soptembor,so 
that he might be left without exouae. 

Mr. Robson expressed the hope that he 
might have more timely notice of the next 
meeting. He had an imjiortant witness 
who might have been hero to give evi- 
dence, but having had no tiojely notice of 
tho sitting, the witness had left on the 
stoanier, on Friday. 

The OoaitniBiioners informed Mr. Eob- 
son that at any time he could, by notify- 
ing the Secretary, Jiavo a sitting (even 
though tho Chief Justice H.hould b > ab- 
sent) in order that any ovidouoo offered 
might bo taken, 

Mr. Kobson said that, by tho time pro- 
poaed for the final sitting, he might have 
other witnesses besides the one already 
referred to, and he desired as far as possible 
to avoid multiplying tho sittings of the 
Commission. 

The Commissioners enquired if Mr. 
Robson lind any further suggestions, to 
which he answered "no," and tho Com- 
mission adjourned sine die. 



Tun QuEEr^'s Inteiucstin PuEAcniNa. — 
Dr. Cumming, in n sermon wliioh bo 
preached lately at the Sootoh National 
Church, Oovent Garden, related an in- 
stance of the interest manifested by the 
Quoon in the sermons which are preach- 
ed before her Majesty. Somo time since 
ho delivered a discourse boforo tlie Queen 
ujion the ooguisanoi! of tho departed dead 
of what transpires in the world. The 
sermon being over, her Majesty oame up 
and thanked him for tho discourse, re- 
marking that from it she had received 
great consolation, and cohcluded by re- 
minuing him of a text from which he hail 
preached before her somo years pre 
viously. [This occurred at Dunrobin. 
On tho occasion of her Jlajesty's visit in 
September 1872, Dr. Cumming was ask- 
ed to conduct service in the Castle on 
.Sunday. He ilid so, proaehing from the 
text, " Wherefore, seeing wo also aro com- 
passed aljout with so great a cloud of 
witnesHOs." "If." obsi.-iveil thii preacher, 
"we can carry counsels," and sympathies, 
and consolations along tho mysterious, 
whispering wire across tho Atlantic, why 
is it ineretliblo (u- improbable that to Jes- 
us, tho new and living woy, there may bo 
ascending and descending oommuuica- 
lions between earth and heaven?

Surveying 
the audience for miuuto or two with, 
out sayinfj a word, untU expectancy 
was awakened, the ''Ofa'toF''tu'hied to • 
tho duke, and with great delil)erati9n\('a 
Hfiid, "It is not the first time,' 'ydu^ ' 
grace, that an Argyll and a Guthrie 
have met in tho same place to further 
a good work.in this city of Edinburgh."
